apparently non-crippling • virus. 


Existence of the virus, first re- 
ported by the New York state de- 
partment of health, was confirmed 
jy the Yale researchers 
after a 
year's study. 


Isolated during 
last 
summer's 


polio outbreak in 
southern 
New 


ngland, 
North Ca r o 1 i n a and 


Texas, the origin of the virus still 
is unknown and its means of trans- 
mission are obscure. But the Yale 
scientists reported that all infected 
persons who have come to 
their 


attention have recovered with no 
harmful after-effects. 


A report of the Yale 
research 


was published today in the pro- 
ceedings of the society for experi- 
mental biology and medicine. Com- 
menting on the report, Joseph L. 
Melnick, associate professor of mi- 
crobiology, declared: 


"It is believed this new 
virus 


was the cause of widespread ill- 
ness last year during the poliomye- 
letis season. Last year there were 
about 28,000 cases in the

difficulty that prevented him from 
from breaking the v/orld's diving 
record. 


. The 48-year-old scientist had to 
order his benthoscope — a five- 
foot steel diving ball — surfaced 
after he had gone down only 2,300 
feet. 


He had hoped to dive to 6,000 


feet, twice as deep as man over 
has gone. But the powerful 
1 500- 


watt lights outside the benthoscope 
failed and the scientist was left in 
pitch darkeness. 


The trouble lay in 
the 
power 


lines which apparently were un- 
able 
to deliver 
enough 
current 


from the Barge Cherry Pciker on 
the surface to the diving ball.

he . telephoned 
from the benthoscope. 


Immediately after he was hauled 
to the surface, Barton and research 
scientists for the Hancock founda- 
tion, which is sponsoring the dive, 
began working on the 
electrical 
equipment.

He was smiling and confident as

longs to cither world. Lite has put 
him on a fence between the two 
peoples he springs from. And from 
that fence ho may see things com- 
ing before cither world docs. 


This man was talking

! about the 
way 
communism

.•sweeping over the land of his an- 
cestors, China. He said: 


"Perhaps 
without 
knowing 
it, 


communism has climbed on 
the 


tiger of latent race hatred in Asia. 
That is it's real threat to the world 
in the long view. . .That it may be 
tempted to ti:y what Japan tried 
and failed 
to do 8 plunge the 
world into a racial war. 


"Japan failed because China saw 


through her flimsy promises of an 
Asia for the Asiatics, and cast her 
jlot with the west. But in this cold 
war China is falling on the other 
| side, and as a colored people fight- 
ing for freedom from western con- 


trol she will a f f e c t 
all 
other 


colored peoples fighting 
for 
the 
same thing. 


"The thing is," my friend went 


on, "communism flows into 
this 


part of the world because nothing 
has replaced the once-great pres- 
tige of the white man. 


"Communism's h e a d ache will 
come when the problem of retain- 
ing this vast new area 
of 
poor 


becomes 
paramount. It has 
to 


satisfy Asia's highly varied peoples 
who today arc buying its promises 
for a better world. 


"I think communism is too in- 


flexible a doctrine ever to deliver 
on these promises. When its time 
comes to put up or shut up, com- 
munism will answer in Asia 
by 
reaching hatred of the white man. 
Regardless of Moscow's pose 
of 


racial harmony, the local boys will 
beat the drums of race hatred just 
to stay in power. People will lis- 
ten then as they listen now — be- 
cause they are 
poor 
and know 


there must be 
something 
better 
than what they have. 


"The danger will 
be

uros out some way to do a better
